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The applicant argues that the cited art does not disclose the applciants claimed determining the amount of bandwidth consumed by 
packets received at each of said egress queues. 

The examiner maintains the rejection, wherein bandwidth is defined as the transmission capacity of an electronic device or system (the 
speed of transfer). Brewer discloses the claimed limitation, wherein COI 8 lines 50-52 disclose a time wieghted average for the actual 
byte count for that particular queue. Despite the applicants arguments, a time wieghted average is the average amount of data (bytes) 
over a specified time. This time weighted average byte counts is in terms of number of bytes, however, by definition the number of bytes 
is determined over a weighted time period. Hence the average number of bytes over a time period is equivalent to the definition of 
bandwidth (transmission capacity of a system). 

The examiner makes note that the term bandwidth is interpretted in its broadest sense. 

Furthermore the applicant argues that the cited^art doeyiot disclose the applicants claimed, "determining from the bandwidth utilization 
information and the amount of bandwidth ^Gro^TSy packets received at each egress queue, a discard probability..." Brewer discloses 
calculating a discard probability based on a value for a Probl, where the Prob 1 is calculated using an avd byte count equivalent to the 
bandwidth (see Col 8 eqs 3.1-3.3).
